Robbery of 
Workers in 
Italy Grows 

Fascist Tyrants Lengthen Work* 
dey Without Any Increase 
in Compensation 



Tbe heavy band of Fascist despot- 
ism fell upon the Italian workers this 
week when the MuKsollni dictatorship 
authorized an "increase in the length 
of the workday In every walk of life 
WHERE THE EMPLOYERS DESIUK 
IT. ' 

There will be a general Increase in 
the working day from eight to nine 
hours throughout Italy. 

Thus in one stroke, by virtue of a 
single edict issued by the Fascist dic- 
tatorship all the gains made, by 
Italian labor in the long hard fought 
battle for the eight-hour day prior to 
the advent of Fascism. Is wiped out. 

For this increased workday and the 
millions of dollar.* that will thus be 
extorted from the workers by sheer 
tnltiury might, tbe worker* will get 
not one cent of increased compensa- 
tion. It Is a cold blooded robbery on 
a national scale, put over by an 
armed. alave-drU ins government. 

Prior to this increase of the work- 
ing day, Italian labor had suffered a 
general decrease in wage*. 

Against eucb changes and new en- 
slavements tbe Italian workers are 
powerless to protect. Independent or- 
ganizations of labor and strikes are 
outlawed anil ruthlessly suppressed 
under the Fascist dictatorship 
The government communique estab-

40,000 Strike 
in N. Y. Cloak 
and Suit Shops 

Workers Demand 40-Hour Week 
and Guarantee of 36 Weeka' 
Work Per Year 



New York. — Forty thousand cloak 
and suit workers employed In 2.000 
Greater New York shops are out on 
strike. The walkout tied up one of 
the city's leading industries with an 
annual output valued at t-V70.o<'0.000. 
on the eve of its busiest season. 

The. workers are demanding a forty 
hour week Instead of the prevailing 
forty-eight hours; a guarantee of 3»» 
weeks work each year and limitations 
oh sub-manufacturing contracts. 

The strike was called by a general 
committee, made up of 3oo nu mbers 
nf the International Indies' Garment 
Workers' union and the New York 
Cloak and Dressmakers' union. The 
rail was issued after a meeting at 
Manhattan lyceum. About J»0 per cent 
of tbe strikers are men. 

As soon an the men had registered 
at strike headquarters pickets were 
selected and dispatched to the various 
shops. They were instructed to work 
in three hour shifts aud there will be 
| no letup at night. 

I>iuls Hyman. rhairman of the 
strikers, declared the strike was al- 
most P»»l per cent effective He said 
he expected it to be of short duration.

Burke of Garfield has been trying 
to get Sheriff Nimmo to go with bis 
depuftes to that town aud supplant 
the local police. Rut Nimmo has re- 
fused, aaying: "Cnleas Mayor Hurku 
can show me tbat the strikers are 
rioting and that life, limb and prop- 
erty are in danger.

The Iron Heel of the ruling class 
raised its sinister head in Germany 
this week as the answer of German 
capitalism to the overwhelming vote 
of the people for the socialization of 
the immense lands and other proper- 
ties of the former royal families of 
Germany. 

The vote of the German people for 
the taking over by the public of these 
great properties, said to be worth 
$««<J.oo<i.O<.»0, »aa 15.uOO.0oo in favor to 
a little more than .*>w.i'oo votes 
against the measure. This manifesta- 
tion of overwhelming popular senti- 
ment for the proposal frightened the 
government Into the immediate pres- 
entation of a bill to take over a cer- 
tain percentage of these vast estates. 

Tbe Socialist Party, which led in 
the fiisht to socialize the royal proper- 
ties and which is tbe largest political 
party in Germany, held a caucus to 
determine, its stand on the compro- 
mise government measure. By a vote 
of 7.1 to 27 the Socialists decided to 
oppose the government t bill. This 
made impossible the passage of tbi* 
measure. 

As in almost all European cabinets, 
the def.-at of the government obligates ! 
the cabinet to resign and call for aj 
new election. An election on this I 
"issue might throw the Socialists into ! 
power in 1 Germany. The capitalist i 
partien of Germany have proved that J 
In the fare of such an alternative law. j 
order or the rights of the legal ma- j 
jority of the peopl** mean nothing to 
them. 

The day after the Socialist decision 
to oppose the government's compro- 
mise bill. President Hindenburg. in 
the figurative language of the. capital- 
ist press, "put down his field mar- 
shal's boot." and refused to consider 
the resignation of the cabtaeL 

"For internal ?i well as external 
reasons." declared the German presi- 
dent. •'! «on!d not take it upon myself i 
to dissolve the Reichstag at present j 
< r considi r the resignation of the : 
cab.net. Therefore. I a.<k you. Mr. j 
Chancellor, as well as other gentle- 1 
men of the Kovernment. to refrain I 
from considering resit-nation " J

Washington. Congress has ad- 
journed, and with the, close of 
Its session- on July 3 the scores of 
pending ija.-asiires that deserved enact- 
ment w»-nt over until next winter. 
Amid 6cenes of mad futility the Senate 
and" Hons-* found themselves, in the 
final hours, unable to transact business 
of urgent importance. To the extent 
that the Republican old guard wanted 
this Congress to accomplish nothing 
after the. Mel|on tax .law was put 
through, they afk entitled to rejoice. 

Old ago retirement legislation for 
the federal employes was saved at tho 
last moment. Senate conferees had 
agreed to the Cool Id ge terms— a max- 
imum pension of f l.OOfl a year rather 
than $1.200— and Senator Stanfleld was 
waiting to get tbe agreement of the 
Senate when It met at noon on tho 
final day. By good luck the compro- 
mise went through— the federal work- 
ers getting this alight advance on their 
former pittance of pension In conse- 
quence of surrender of their demand 
for a $1,200 maximum and a lower 
ago for retirement. 

Senator Cameron of Arizona, regu- 
lar Republican aeeklng re-elcctlon, 
held the floor of the Senate almost 
continuously on tho final day, block- 
ing action, on a long aeries of confer- 
ence reports and cbmmlttco recom- 
mendations. For two hours tbe lead- 
ers and active floor worker* on both 
sides tried by various devices to get 
blm to yield tbe floor, but because 



; he hud been refused action on an Ir- 
rigation bill affecting the settlers in 
I Paradise Valley, on the desert In bis 
! state, he held out. 

| Coal control legislation got no 
''chant***. The lamp-horemen's accir 
I dent compensation bill died on tbe 
I House calendar. Re's«/utions providing 
jfor u $2f..000 limit on slush funds for 
• the election of senators were denied 
\-a vote. Rills affecting railroads, pub- 
lic lunds. forests, hydro-electric power, 
ulien deportation, ai.d a variety of 
other subjects weut over until tho 
December session. 

Senator Wulsh of Montana was able 
to persuade the lb. use leaders to 
pass, on the last day, his bills already 
approved by tho Sec.ite. to advance 
the criminal prosecution of Fall. Do- 
lu-ny and Sinclair fur the Teapot Dome 
naval oil frauds. Oie- bill seeks the 
extradition of oil company officials 
who gave $200,000 t<- Full through a 
dummy concern In Canada. The other 
wipes out various technical appeals 
by which the criminal trials of Fall. 
Doheny and Sinclair are being de- 
layed. 

Ono of the significant events of the 
day was Senator Norrls' resignation 
of tho chairmanship of the Senate 
committee on agriculture which be has 
held for three years. He Is going to 
devote more of his time to the fight 
ovei hydroelectric power—to prevent 
tho General Electric power trust from 
getting Muscle Shoals and tho Boulder 
Canyon powor dam when built. Ills 
disgust with the surrender of the Sen- 
ate on tbe McNary Haugen farm re 



, lief bill, whiih he supported as a com- 
: promise with his own bill providing 
j for government marketing of farm 
j product*, made him decide to resign 
j without waiting for December, 
i In a brief executive acs.di»u the Sen- 
ate confirmed a lot of Coolidge appoin- 
tees, hut did not confirm Winslow, 
Morrow. Williams, Hanger und Dnvl-s. 
the five member* appointed to tbe 
new Railroad Mediation Board. It is 
expected that President Coolidge will 
now j:lv*- them recess appointments. 

In tho House a final blast of de- 
nunciation was given Frederick Fcn- 
ning, appointed last winter by Qooi 
idge as one of the commissioners to 
run the District of Columbia. Penning 
Is a lawyer who has specialized on 
handling the estates of insane persons 
committed by his friend. Judge Mc- 
Coy, to the federal asylum here. He 
is guardian to large numbers of Insane 
soldiers and others, and pays to him- 
self as an insurance agent a fee for 
Insuring himself as guardian against 
stealing their money. The House Ju- 
diciary committee was unablo to agroe 
as to whether he should be Impeached. 
Cooildgo ignored all appeals tbat he 
be dismissed, Just as In the early 
stages of the Daugherty scandal. Now 
the House goes home, wondering 
whether Fennlug will resign or be 
kept. 

Fallc.ro to oust blm is symbolic of 
tho moral power of this session of the 
House. Defeat of farm relief and 
slush fund limitation gives an index 
of the devotion of tbe Senate to pub- 
lic service. 



And They Say It 
Can't Be Done 



The unmistakable drift In tbe 
churches toward Socialism was again 
strikingly demonstrated at the tbree- 
uay conference in Evanston last week 
on "The Preacher and the Economic 
Order." by the Methodtat Federation 
for Social Service. 

Two hundred ministers from almost 
every section of the United State*. In- 
cluding the South, were present. While 
no reasolution was adopted or pre- 
sented, the speeches and discussions 
at the conference brought out conclu- 
sively the fact that these Methodist 
clergymen were practically all op- 
posed to the existing capitalist sys- 
tem and were firmly convinced tbat 
Socialism la coming and is desirable. 

"The present economic system. Ilka 
war. is so alnful we must reject it.** 
wa.* a sentiment expressed at tha 
meo'ings that seemed to meet witk 
universal approval. 

"The future belongs to Socialism," 
is another sentiment widely expreesed 
and approved. 

The future belong? to communism. 
In the opinion of Rev. Ray Allen of 
Ro. hester. N. Y. "When the people 
get reidy. ' said Rev. Allen, "they will 
tax private capital out of existence by 
imposing levies first on income and 
then on principal." 

Very frank recognition of the pre- 
ponderant power of wealth in deter- 
mining church utterances was made.. 
Rev. Reinhold Xb-buhr of Detroit, not 
a Methodic but ao invited speaker. 
<!c<Iared that every man taking tha 
pulpit in a ri< h church fools himself 
into believing it gives him a wider so» 
rial opportunity. The rich control, be 
said, but in a gentlemanly way. Tbe 
best way for a pastor to keep bla 
freedom in a rich church is to refuse 
wnre Increase*, he advised, adding tbat 
the ri> h had discovered tbe most pain- 
less way of getting uncomfortable ut- 
terances modified was to keep on giv- 
ing wage boosts. 

Harry Ward, who i.- a professor of 
Cnion Theologi. a! seminary in New 
York, closed the conference with re- 
mark* favoring a minimum income 
and a maximum also. This should ap- 
ply not only to teachers and many 
worker* a* now. but to preachers and 
ultimately to biuine-a men also, he 
said, has been done in Russia. 

"Capitalism Is a good economic sys- 
tem durir.^ expanding markets." Ward 
w<e:n • up.

New York.—(FP>— Work will short- 
ly begin on the first co-operative 
j apartment* building to be erected by 
the A. C. W. Corp. formed by tbe 
Amalgamated Clothing Workers of 
America. The building will be erected 
on 42 lots adjacent to Van Cortlandt 
Park and Jerome avenue subway sta- 
tion. 

Half the land will be used for the 
building and half for gardens. Tbere 
will be 25«> apartments of three, four 
or five rooms, and no more than three 
apartments to a staircase. Average 
rental will be about $12.50 a room. 
F-ach tenant will be required to invest 
$250 a room, which will constitute bis 
equity in the property. Members of 
other labor unions win be eligible for 
apartments.

Germany 

A great battle to >ave the German 
republic by freeing German education 
from the control of the reactionary 
nationalists is going on. An election 
of student repre*entatives has Just 
been held In the University of Berlin. 

In this election the number of un- 
incorporated nationalist students' rep- 
resentatives for the University of Ber- 
lin was reduced from thlrty-flve to 
thirty. The Berlin "weapon ring" of 
the duelling corps lost one member, 
the number now being twenty-three. 

The nationalists' nonduelling clubs 
increased their representation from 
thirteen to fourteen. The d« niocf its 
lost seven, the "Zionist Jews lo>»t threo 
and the nationalist socialists gained 
two. while the combined sociali>t* and 
pacifists gained twelve. Tho new body' 
of representatives is still *9 per .cent 
nationalist. Five thousand two hun- 
dred sixteen persons or approximat-ly 
7rt j»er cent of the university students 
totwl 



Japan 



Trade unionism is making rapid 
strides in Japan, the international 
labor office ann-iunces. 

Beginning in 19H. when the in 
ternational labor organization, was 
founded, the labor union movement 
now comprises 4*.»4 organizations with 
a total membership of ^^'».ooO. it was 
stated. 

Japan has become an industrial na- 
tion with a rapid Increase of popula- 
tion now relieved by emigration, since 
there are only joo.tioo Japanese living 
in other countries, the report of the 
labor office sail!. 

Since 1914 the cost of living in 
Japan ha* doubled, bur wages have 
increased to four tln.es the V.*H 
figure. 



England 

London. A message ! as been sent 
to the Prince of Wales by 14 Labor- 
ite councillors of Hull, notifying him 
that they will boycott r.wi In his visit 
to Hull soon. They will take no part 
in the ceremonies on his visit be- 
cause of the vindictive spirit main- 
tained in the settlement of the general 
strike. 



Roumania 

On the occasion of tb« recent lively 
election campaign in Itoumania a 
whole series of social.^ papers re- 
appeared, including tlie weekly of 
Cxernovitt, "Vremea noua." which 
has not been publish' 'I for several 
years. In the old empire territory 
Mitnllarly many papers L ive now made 
their appearance, audi as "Braila 
Social 1st a." and "Jasul Socialist"; In 
Galatz. "Nadejdea"; in Ploestl. "Pra- 
nova Socialista." and in Pocsani, "Put 
na Socialista." 

It remains to be seen how far these 
papers will continue to appear after 
the close of the election campaign. 

Poland 

Warsaw.— The first storm against 
the Pllsudskl dictatorship broke out In 
the sejm (parliament) tonight The 
first public maa to raise a voice la 
crltlclrm of the Pllsudhkl regime was 
a Socialist deputy, M. D&azyskl. who 
made a bitter denunciation of the 
revolutionary government, asserting it 
was a government of confusion and 



International 

(I. F. T. U »— On the 3lst of May. in 
the Offices of the International Fed- 
eration of Trade Unions in Amster- 
dam, a meeting was held, attended by 
the I. F. T. U. Secretaries, representa- 
tives of various National Centres and' 
of the British Trades Union Congress, 
at which it was decided to arrange an 
European loan for the General Council 
of the Trades Union Congress. The 
conditions of the loan wire agree*! 
upon without difficulty. The chi«?f 
condition is that which provides for 
prompt repayment In the event of a 
lending country being in financial 
straits. The I. F. T. U.. immediately 
after the meeting, addressed a circu- 
lar letter to the affiliated National 
Trade Union Centre*, concerning 
stwps to be taken to arrange the loan 
in question. 

France 

tl. F. T. U.i -The French Chamber 
has accepted a proposal made by the 
Minister of I-abor. Durafour. concern- 
ing increased pensions for miners and 
their widows, and the financial re- 
organization of the independent mine- 
workers' pension funds. 

The result of this is that old as* 
pensions for miners of after Z*> 
years* service, are incre-ised from 
:*.&i»t to 3.000 francs, and widows' pen- 
sions are raised proportionately. Mia- 
ers with more than 3»» years' serv.ee 
are to n o ive an additional 3< francs 
for each further year, instead of 2<> 
francs as formerly. As both in th-r 
North and In the Pus de Calais, there 
are very many workers in the mine-* 
who have given 40 years' service, 
many miners will now be entitled to 
a pension of 2.360 francs.

A bill to define Hindus as "white 
persons" has tn-en Introduced by Sen- 
ator Copeland to prevent "an unin- 
tended hardship" to 3<>00 Hindus In 
America. Since 1923. according to 
Sailendra N. Chose, secretary of the 
India Foundation Freedom, who con- 
ferred 'a Washington with Senators 
Copeland. Hiram Johnson, and other 
members of the Immigration Commit- 
tee. Hindus have not been defined in 
the courts as white persons and have 
therefore become stateless. Only 
"white persons and those of African 
nativity o.- descent" are eligible to 
citizenship. American women who 
have married Hindus are also ren- 
dered stateless by the present statute.

It was created 
to save the dictators from the wrath 
of the mob. had be attempted to wipe 
out all appearances of the movement; 
tn addition, the new fake cooperative 
league serves as a convenient reser- 
voir for Fascist political funds. 

' The aim of Fascism Is the elimina- 
tion of associated effort for the com- 
mon benefit." May asserts, "and the 
re establishment of individual profit 
and the profit maker. That is where 
it is fundamentally opposed to the 
principle of co-operation." 

Scores of American cooperative so- 
cieties have protested against the 
ruthless suppression of the independ- 
ent societies under Mussolini. Their 
protests have been forwarded by the 
International Cooperative Alliance to 
encourage Italian co-operators in their 
fight for liberty.

It owns the prop- 
erty now. It is nut a question as to 
whether we shall go into government 
operation or government ownership. 
We already own the property. We 
have spent the people's money upon 
It We have spent It under a law orig- 
inally providing thtt when it was com- 
pleted It should not bt* leased or sold 
Xo any private corporation or individ- 
ual. We ire the trustees for the peo- 
ple of the United States, and the ques- 
tion now before us is. Will w» have 



apeat their money and completed the 
project, to a groat extent, now be 
fal.se to the trust aad violate the law 
by changing the conditions under 
which we have been operating since 
191S? 

Dam No. 2 at Muscle Shoals has 
primary capacity of little less than 
100.004) horsepower, yet there are sea- 
sons in the year when there Is water 
enough coming over that dam to make 
a million horsepower. Every atudent 
of the subject, every engineer, agrees 
that If we had no other motive than 
to make the property now owned by 
the government more valuable, it 
would be necessary to develop the 
Tennessee river and Its tributaries. 

Why Government Mutt 
Control 

Every student of the subject, every 
economtst and .every engineer agrees 
that to get the maximum amount of 
electricity, the maximum amount of 
flood control, the maximum accommo- 
dation-* for navigation, the tystcm 
must be developed as a whole and 
that we cannot build dams here and 
there haphazard, even though we con- 
sider that the people interested in one 
dam alone would make more money 
by putting it there than elsewhere. 
The way to make the Tennessee river 
valuable for the great South is to get 
the maximum anient of navigation. 



That river runs right through the 
heart of the South. It will give the 
South a system of transportation 
which, properly developed, will be sec- 
ond to none In the civilised world. 
We will get the maximum amount of 
flood control, as far as the waters of 
the Tenneseee Is concerned, by a sys- 
tematic, scientific development as a 
whole of the Tennessee river and its 
tributaries. 

So that we have the three objects of 
Improvement, coordinating, working 
with each other In perfect harmony — 
electricity or power, navigation, flood 
control. If we handle one la the right 
way we will have done the bent for 
the others. Flood control and naviga- 
tion are admitted to be government 
propositions, not private propositions. 
It Is a government activity, and since 
the government already owns $160,- 
OoO.OOO worth of property there, why 
not let the government, it being in- 
terested in navigation and in flood 
control, so develop the power from 
this system as to get the maximum 
amount of power for the minimum 

COHt ? 

Private Interests Menace 

No one can do that and do it in the 
right way except th*« government. If 
we ithould turn that over to one party, 
he would pay no attention to flood 



control, he would pay no attention to 
navigation, he would put dams and 
water projects wherever It would bo 
to his Interest to put them and with- 
out regard to developing the river as 
a whole. If we want to get the most 
out of it, we must develop It all. 

Dam No. 2 is owned by the govern- 
ment of the United States. If that 
system were properly developed, In- 
stead of 100,000 primary horsepower, 
there would be four or five handred 
thousand horsepower developed. In 
other words, without putting another 
dollar Into Dam No. 2. wo would mul- 
tiply its value by three or four. If wo 
properly developed the river. What 
would that mean for the South? In 
the first place, It Is a government 
proportion now. We have spent the 
people's money to develop it. In the 
next place, everything that in spent in 
the future* for navigation and for flood 
control will bo spent on what I* con- 
ceded to be a governmental proposi- 
tion. If thlH were turned over to one 
private individual and he owned the 
whole system, if it were developed 
properly, there would be a private 
monopoly under which the people, of 
the South would be compelled to live 
through generations, and no free peo- 
ple, no democracry, can permit a pri- 
vate monopoly to control the very 
necessities of life. 



Five-Fold Cheaper Power 

If this were properly handled and 
this electricity distributed over the 
South, there would be given the great- 
est exhibition of the production of 
cheap power the civilized world has 
ever known. Instead of paying In the 
cities of the South from 7V4 to 12 
cents per kilowatt-hour for electricity, 
every home In that great section , of 
the South would bo supplied with elec- 
tricity at not to exceed 2 cents a 
kilowatt hour when the power was all 
developed. In addition to that, at that 
price there could be an amortization, 
so that in 40 or 50 years' time the en- 
tire Investment cost would be wiped 
out, and electricity would be so cheap 
that that would be the leading- manu- 
facturing district in the United States, 
besides giving to every home and 
every hamlet electricity that would be 
no cheap that as compared with pres- 
ent prices it would require a stretch 
of the Imagination to grasp all of the 
benefits that would come. 

There would be placed In every 
home a servant, a servant that would 
work 24 hours a day. a servant that 
would never complain, a servant that 
would get no wages, a servant that 
would always be ready to serve the 
housewife of every home. 

Who made this country? Who made 



the hilts and mountains and valleys? 
Who put the water In the great Ten- 
nessee? Who constructed all of that 
country? Was It Alabama? Was It 
Tennessee? Was It any other one state? 
All those things wero given to us by 
an all-wise Creator If we will only 
utilise them. Let us take away the 
power of private corporations and 
private Individuals to make profits, 
and let us put electricity In the 
homes the same as we pur water Into 
the homes now In all of the munici- 
palities. If wo should properly de- 
velop this project, we would tap this 
lightning that man has called electric- 
ity and convert its destructive and 
ruthless forces into a friendly power 
that would turn the countless wheels 
of toil all through the South and bring 
happiness and comfort to thousands 
of humble homes. 

Would Revolutionize Hornet 

It hua been demonstrated, and if I 
had the physical strength and time I 
could demonstrate it again now, that 
over in Ontario on a large scale, like 
this would be at Muscle 8hoals If 
properly developed, they are doing ex- 
actly what I have outlined that the 
South could do. A little home of five 
or six room*, instead of having a few 
electric lights for which they have to 
pay 10 to 12 cents a kilowatt-hour.

Employe 0 wnership~A New Device to 
Bind Labor to Capitalism's Wheel

Any brief examination of the-uitu.il 
cases in which stock ownership ha-* 
been distributed reveals, however, 
that, with a very few exceptions, th- 
company do»»s not actually a!m to 
grant control to employes through 
ownership. 1 Snd listed to a recent 
survey of employe stock ownership 
by Mr. C. A. Bowers of the Industrial 
Relations Counc. IJors. Inc.. the follow, 
log possible ben* rtr * to th- employer: 

1. It encourages saying and thus 
maintains employe efficiency In peri- 
od* of unemployment or illness. 

2. It testifies to the good will of the 
employer and tbm strengthens work- 
ing morale. 

3. It reduces labor turnover by 
binding the employe to the company 
with a financial bond. 

4. It attracts labor which is above 
the average in responsibility. 

5* It Improves working efficiency 
through the knowledge of the worker 
that bis income is partly dep<ndcst 
on the company's prosperity. 

6. It makes the worker a capital- 
ist in viewpoint and thus renders him 
a conservative and immune to radical 
Ideas. 

7. It gives th" employe a first- 
hand experience with investment*. 

8 It protects the power of the exist- 
ing management by widening th>- dis- 
tribution of stock and thus making :t 
harder for outsiders to buy up a con- 
trolling interest. 

It tap* new souro c of cap.tal. 
thus making it easier for th- i"ji;'iay 
to securo fundi. 

10. It scrcugther.s the trend to -pop- 
ular own>rsh.p wi.iih m b- !;- vvd to 
be desirable in gea-ral. 

Mr. Bower* die, not «ay that all 
these bec.-ilM to th" employer n>'c« s- 
sarily follow Other critics have 
pointed out that :;!auy of them cer- 
tainly will not follow unl< <s the policy 
of the company is good in other re- 
spects. For exampl. . it is risky from 
the point of vie* Of encouraging thrift 
to a.-k the employe to put all hi* sav- 
ings in the commou stock of one. Indus- 
trial concern.. And If he loses money 
as a result he will not think much of 
the employer's good will or feel much 
obligation toward the company. More- 
over, the income from the investment 
is so small in relation to the wage pay- 
ment that the sensible worker will 
hardly adopt any attitude that he 
would not as a wage-earner be in- 
duced to adopt anyway. Some of these 
obstacles may be overcome by a suffi- 
ciently strong. Btable, and Intelligent 
concern. In many cases the company 
contributes to the employe purchase 
or gives special privileges to employe 
stockholders In the way of guaranteed 
return. We should not too quickly 
leap to the conclusion that the em- 
ployer's expected benefits are neces- 
sarily all bunkum— that under no cir- 
cumstances can he get away with it. 

The Important point is. however, 
that in not one of these aims, except 
possibly the tenth, is there implied 
any acquisition of control over man- 
agement on the part of the employe- 
stockholder. One. indeed, the eighth. 
Implies that by scattering the stock 



more widely such a plan protects the 
power of the existing management 
a*:a:nst any other control. Except in- 
rare cases, those in power ov.-r busi- 
ngs »or<erns do not really think they 
a> .'.em. iratizing the control of in- 
d-.t-'r. !> encouraging what they call 
popular ownership.

For in laving off tlc-jr men, 
the employer* red'jee further the buy- 
ing pow.r of the workers; and that 
mean* fewer orders coming ih. still 
more ui- n l.;ld off. and so on. 

Unemployment insurance is the best 
way out of that situation, short of 
abolishing capitalism aVovr.-'.ber When 
employ* rs lay off ticn. it Is because 
th.-v figur*' that if they k<»« p their 
nun at work they will hav.; to sell 
their product at a very low price in 
ord-r to sell. It at all. and the low 
price will not give them a good profit 
or might actually make them lose 
mon.y.. If the employers were re- 
quired to pay the men whom they lay 
off. by a system of unemployment in- 
surance, two dollars or f 1 f.o p*-r day 
up. to two-thirds of thefr wages, the 
employers would know that they 
would be certain to lose more mon.-y 
if they laid m. n off than if they kept 
them at work. As a result, they 
would seldom lay men off 

To he sure, they might lose money 
by being forced to keep their men at 
work, but that would be no moro than 
fair For capitalist economists jus 
tlfy the big profits made by ths em- 
ploying class Jn good times on the 
ground that they lose money in bad 
times. As a matter of fact they do 
make big profits In good tltnes and 
then they put nearly all the losses due

Czecho-Slovakia has made such a 
treaty with Austria.

An ail-inclusive treaty of this kind 
between this country and Britain was 
advocated by Chief Justice Taft when 
be was President, and was actually 
formulated by Secretary Knox and 
Ambassador Dryce. It was not con- 
summated; our senate was not willing 
to Impair our precious sovereign right 



to go to war whenever we fe»i like It* 
The will to peace was insulhcieUt iu 

the ro riate. 

No two powers of the first rank have 
yet entered into such a peam pact. 
Are not the two great Knglish speak- 
ing peopb s ready to do it. to prom- 
ise each other that they will settte 
all th.-ir controversies without resort 
to arms, as indeed they have done 
for the past century? Can not all 
peace groups unite in urging the pres- 
ent administration to initiate a treaty 
so providing? 

The Koot treaties —about a dozen- 
provide for the arbitration of certain 
deputes. The llryun treaties— about 
a score -provide for a year for inves- 
tigation und .discussion before resort 
to war. The time Is ripe to go ono 
step further, by agreeing with such na- 
tions as are ready and willing to recip- 
rocate, to settle all disputes whatso- 
ever in u sensible, civilized manner. 

It should be noted that such a 
treaty as Is herein advocated Is tho 
outlawing of war between the two 
countries mutually promising, al- 
though the treaty may not and should 
not even mention war between them 
as a possibility. Thus our federal 
constitution provides for the settle- 
ment of disputes between tho states, 
but It docs not call war between states 
as a crime, still less prescribe proce- 
dure in case there should be such 
war. It Ignores the possibility of such 
war. 



In the Anwrican Appeal of May l.'th 
was published the following "APPLI- 
CATION for PARDON." sent to Enul 
Merman, who. it Is alleged, lost his 
citizenship, with Debs and others, be- 
cause of opposition to th" late war: 

"I residing at - in asking for 

pardon, do solemnly swear that 1 will 
be law-abiding in the future and will 
support and d> f< nd the Constitution of 
the I'nite.l States against all enemies 
foreign a:nl domestic; that I will take 
this obligation freely and without men- 
tal reservation of mind in me what- 
ever. SO 1IKLP MK GOD." 

The foregoing Application would bo 
amusing if it were not for the tragedy 
of injustice put upon citizens who did 
not violate the Constitution. If the 
First Amendment means anything, by 
the servers of a ruling class that have 
the power to declare who ar*' and who 
are not enemies, foreign and domestic, 
and have the means, because of a 
thoughtless working class, to enforce 
their opinions. Intelligent citizens 
have no doubt ns to who are the 
enemies of this and every other na- 
tion anil this Application for Pardon 
might be subscribed to most cheer- 
fully If an Intelligent and just citi- 
zeuship. under all circumstances, 
might declare Its opinions and compel 
obedience to it laws. The foundation 
for tho laws of this Government, 
seems to be the V. S. Constitution 
anil it is not very doubtful that every 
law contained therein has been vio- 
lated time and time again by tho pol- 
itical grafters that use it as a door mat 
to the swill of their masters. They 
obey tho law so long as It does not 
threaten to roduco profits; when it 
does, then they are the lawless gang 
that says, not only by implication but 
by word-of mouth. "To hell with the 
Constitution." They consigned the 
Constitution to hell when they drafted 
men for a commercial war In foreign 
lands, and they again consigned It 
there when they abolished tho First 
Amendment, to smother all protest.
